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This is a decision on the petition filed July 27, 2004 under 37 CFR § 1 137(b) to revive an 
abandoned application. The petition is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR § 1. 181(a) to 
withdraw the holding of abandonment of the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRATNED . 
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This application was held abandoned for failure to respond in a timely manner to the Office 
Action mailed July 18, 2003. In the apparent absence of a response to the Juiy 18, 2003 
communication, the application was held abandoned and a Notice of Abandonment was mailed 
March 04, 2004. 

In support of the petition, petitioner provides a copy of the post card listing (1) Response to 18 
July 2003 Office action; (2) Petition for Extension-Three Month; (3) Check in the amount of 
$776.00; (4) Substitute Declaration; and (5) Return Acknowledgment Postcard with a USPTO 
stamp indicating receipt at the USPTO on January 26, 2004. Petitioner also provides copies of 
the items 1-5 as listed on the post card. 

The original response, petition for extension-three month and substitute Declaration, 
acknowledged as having been received in the USPTO on January 26, 2004, are not of record in 
the application file. However, M.P.E.P. § 503 states that "A post card receipt which itemizes and 
properly identifies the papers which are being filed serves as prima facie evidence of receipt in 
the USPTO of all the items listed thereon on the date stamped thereon by the USPTO." 

For the above stated reasons, the petition is GRANTED. The Notice of Abandonment is hereby 
withdrawn.
